– Change in age indication of Flucelvax Quadrivalent from ages 4 years and older 
to ages 2 years and older (approved March, 2021)

▪ Presentation of results from an immunogenicity and safety study of 
Flucelvax Quadrivalent (cell culture-based inactivated influenza vaccine) 
among children 6 through 47 months of age

– Currently approved for ages 2 years and older
